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DETAILED ACTION

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Although, the best prior art of record to Muranaga et al. (US 5,671 ,428) and Light 
(US 5,973,693) teach that a document processing system with comment management 
comprising a control unit wherein the control unit is connected to a network for 
performing communicating with other devices, a memory unit, an execution condition 
verification unit, a vote request notification unit, vote memory unit, a group decision 
making memory unit for determining the voting decision, a notification unit, a personal 
terminal device including a display unit for displaying a graphic data or statistical data. 
However, Muranaga et al. and Light taken alone or in combination of other references, 
fail to specifically teach or fairly suggest that the creating unit generating of the single 
critique analysis comprising processing based upon the received response form 
critiques, each target phrase in the reviewed form, and when a conflict between a target 
phrase and the stipulations in the response form critiques is indicated by the reviewers 
as a correction and/or a suggested change, skipping calculation of an agreement rate 
and calculating evaluations regarding the correction and/or the suggested change in the 
target phrase as set forth in the claims. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments o 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
